YANK FLIERS BLAST 
FOUR LARGE CITIES 
ON 800-MILE FRONT

Warplanes bearing the United States insignia bombed Tokyo and at least 
three other great Japanese cities for the tirst time in history today, strewing 
death and destruction across an 800-mile trail in a hold daylight assault that 
stirred hitter outcries from the Japanese people. 
The raiders, striking at high noon, dropi>ed four-pound incendiaries and 
high-ex plosives in the industrial suburbs of the capital and also attacked Yoko­ 
hama, Nagoya and Kola*. 
Tokyo (From Japanese Broadcasts) April 18 ( A P I - 
Allied battle planes—identified here as American—swooped 
upon the Tokyo-Yokohama region with fire and explosive 
bombs for the first time today and fear of their lethal cargoes 
prompted air raid warnings across more than 800 miles of 
the Japanese archipelago.

Drain* Off the Air 
A serious mistake in servicing 
hydraulic brakes is to ase the old 
fluid over again. Usually the bleed­ 
ing process is for the purpose of 
getting rid of air, and much of this 
air is in the fuel itself in the form 
of bubbles. 
Another reason for 
draining is the opportunity to get 
rid of any dirt or foreign matter 
which may have gotten into the 
master cylinder's reserve chamber 
when its cover plug was off. Drain­ 
ing also offers an opportunity to 
make sure that you put into the sys­ 
tem only authorized fluid. 
If you are fortunate enough to 
have any spare tires to store be sure 
that they are not allowed to lie flat 
on the cellar floor because they may 
be damaged by dampness or water 
on the floor when the cellar sweats 
in summer. 
Let the tires lie flat 
but raised off the floor by wooden 
blocks. Cover them carefully to keep 
out dust, moisture and circulation of 
air. Tire men advise deflating tires 
and tubes so stored. I have found 
that a cellar will stay much drier iii 
summer if the windows are kept 
closed. 
Humidity striking the cool 
walls causes sweating. 
Q. There is smell of burning oil 
from the engine of my car, but no 
vapor seems to be coming from the 
oil filler pipe. 
Valves are in the 
head. Engine running fine.—H. L. D. 
A. You will find thai the valve 
cover is loose and that some oil 
is running down over tile hot side 
of the engine. 
Q. If the spare is brand new what 
w'heel would you use it on? I have 
been advised by several sources to 
use it on the right rear wheel since 
this Is supposed to be the hardest 
working wheel of the car.—D. D. K. 
A. I would use the new spare on 
the right front wheel, and I’ll tell 
you why.
